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The Coffee Houses, Cairo, or kaluca, are frequented ex¬ 
clusively by the lower classes, by whom they are much 
used. The stone building is usually surrounded by a 
terrace or verandah, whereon the customers meet and 
over a cup of fragrant coffee discuss the local news or 
listen with interest to the tales of the professional “story 
. tellers.’’ 
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
